Belgians Took Defensive. 


Yesterday the Belgians, assuming j 


the offensive, started after the re- 
treating Germans, and advices last 
night indicate that the rout of the 1 
enemy's division is complete.

An official comunication yesterday 


also satd that a large German force, j 
proceeding in the direction of Eghezee 
to the north of Namur, the fortified 
city, was attacked and repulsed yes- 
terday morning by the Belgian troops. 
The Germans suffered severe casual- 
ties. The Belgians 
captured ma- 


chine guns mounted on motorcars. 


Not in Contact With Allies. 


No mention is made of the parti- 


cipation of French and British forces 
in yesterday's battles, from which it 
would appear that the Germans have 
not yet come in contact with the main 
allied army of defense, supposed to 
be gathering at Namur. The tactics 
of the Germans indicate they are try- 
ing to get into contact with the allied 
army, the position of which is hidden. 


Commenting on yesterday's move- 


ments, the war ministry says: 


"The Belgian cavalry division this 


morning took up the offensive against 
the Germans, who were defeated in 
yesterday's battle of Haelen, with 
the object, it is believed, of picking 
up the dead and wounded and collect- 
ing the abandoned material of war. 


"No German surprise was expected, 


and there are no reasons to fear and 


charged, but owing to the conforma- 
tion of the country, which is inter- 
sected with hedges and hillocks, could j 
attack only in small groups. The Ger- 
mans r.-pjr1 r.r^ r.~?.?n hurled them- 
selves at the barricades, only to be 
shot down by the deadly Belgian ftre. 


German Defeat Was Complete. 
The attack on the bridges spanning 


the river was equally fierce. Ger- 
man officers could be 
seen urging

most certain death from the Belgian 
guns. Men and horses fell like flies, 
until, when almost shattered, the or- 
der for retreat was given at 6 o'clock 
in the evening. 


T ic German defeat was complete, 


their loss reaching more than 1000, 
and they retired in the greatest dis- 
order. At nightfall they were making 
their v.ny hastily towards Tongres. 


Many Germans Were Killed. 


Upwards of 200 dead German sol- 


diers were counted in a space of fifty 
yards square. A church, a brewery 
and- some houses in Haelen were set 
afire knd two bridges over the Demer 
were (destroyed by Belgian engineers. 
Greatj quantities of booty were collect- 
ed on the battlefield and this has been 
stacked in front of the town hall of

Belgians Took Defensive. 


Yesterday the Belgians, assuming j 


the offensive, started after the re- 
treating Germans, and advices last 
night indicate that the rout of the 1 
enemy's division is complete.

An official comunication yesterday 


also satd that a large German force, j 
proceeding in the direction of Eghezee 
to the north of Namur, the fortified 
city, was attacked and repulsed yes- 
terday morning by the Belgian troops. 
The Germans suffered severe casual- 
ties. The Belgians 
captured ma- 


chine guns mounted on motorcars. 


Not in Contact With Allies. 


No mention is made of the parti- 


cipation of French and British forces 
in yesterday's battles, from which it 
would appear that the Germans have 
not yet come in contact with the main 
allied army of defense, supposed to 
be gathering at Namur. The tactics 
of the Germans indicate they are try- 
ing to get into contact with the allied 
army, the position of which is hidden. 


Commenting on yesterday's move- 


ments, the war ministry says: 


"The Belgian cavalry division this 


morning took up the offensive against 
the Germans, who were defeated in 
yesterday's battle of Haelen, with 
the object, it is believed, of picking 
up the dead and wounded and collect- 
ing the abandoned material of war. 


"No German surprise was expected, 


and there are no reasons to fear and
